SHERMAN'S STATEMENT. 


The New York Herald "interviewer" 


has been at work upon Secretary'Sher- 


man, 
and that gentleman unburdens 


himself . freely. 
Within the last six 


months he has sold $350,000,000 of the 
four per cent, bonds, and thereby ac- 
quired the means of redeeming the same 
amount of the five-twenty six per' cent, 
bonds, a change which will save the 
government seven millions a year in 
interest. 
Mr. Sherman expects to com- 


plete the conversion of the five-twenties 
into four per cent, bonds before, July 1, 
and perhaps within the present month. 
This is an achievement which reflects 
the highest credit on Secretary Sher- 
man's management of this great depart- 
ment. The efficient preparations which, 
about a year ago, he began to make for 
resumption, the perfect success of the 
experiment, the smoothness of the tran- 
sition and the wonderful rapidity with 
which he has since been able to dis- 
pose of the four per cent, bonds, mark 
Mr. Sherman's administration of the 
Treasury Department as one of the 
most brilliant and successful in the his- 
tory of the government. 
That of Ham- 


ilton and that of Chase ore the only 
ones that can be compared with it, and 
it would be difficult to say in what res' 
pect it is inferior to either. 
Mr. Sher- 


man is not yet able to express any posi- 
tive opinion as to the rapidity with 
which the new ten dollar funding certi- 
ficates will be sold, but if the sale 
should be rapid he will use the pro- 
ceeds for the redemption of the ten- 
forty five per cent, bonds, of which 
there are two hundred millions out- 
standing,

adopted, $18 48 is the net average divi- 
dend which residents of Sacramento 
city would receive on their deposits in 
the Sacramento banks, against $54 re- 
ceived now. 


Thus the average net rate of dividends 


to Sacramento city depositors would be 
reduced from 8 1-5 per cent to 2 4-5 per 
cent. 


In the Hibernia Bank the average div- 


idend each depositor would receive 
would be reduced from $54 75 to $42 13. 
Further, each depositor would be taxed 
on the "credit" he had created by de- 
positing his money in the bank. A tax 
ot\% per cent, on $782 14, the average 
value of such "credits," would be $13 
69. 
This sum deducted from $42 13 


would leave a balance of $28 44, which 
would be the average net dividend which 
depositors in the Hibernia Bank would 
receive on their deposits, against $54 
75, received now. Thus the rate of div- 
idends on deposits w'ould be reduced 
from 7 per cent to 3 7-10 per cent.
